Gas  has  steadily  declined  in  price 
^iinoeTfie  panic  of  ’73.  The  Montjebuf 
(ias  anil  Water  Company  was  orgljLn 
ized  during  the  prevalence  of  h^h 
prices,  aiiA^liegan  with  charging  con¬ 
sumers  about  $5  per  thousand.  Re¬ 
ductions  have  followed  until  I2.1MJ  is 
now  the  price  to  private  consumes. 
This  is  still  far  above  the  Newark 
price,  where  $1.80  is  charged.  Pari 
coming:  from  the  cities  are  natur$|ly 
vexed  at  this  high  rat^i  pud  turn  |iff 
the  gas  at  once,  preferring  to  use  k£r- 
f>sene  oil  nr  naptha  gas.  &>  doubt  it 
is  hard  to  lose  the  interest  on  an  in¬ 
vestment,  but  enlightened  selfishness 
w  ould  seem  to  suggest  that  half  a  loaf 
is  better  than  no  bread.  If  it  w«re 
known  .that  prices  would  be  madeias 
low  as  anywhere,  there  would  be  small 
sale  for  gas-machines. 


The  township  novf  paya  $13.20  |er 
’  gas-lamp  each  year,  including  oust  of 
lighting  and  extinguishing.  These 
lamps  burn  four  thousand,  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy  (4370)  feet  of  gps 
per  year.  This  is  at  the  rate  of  tb|ee 
dollars  and  four  cents  ($3,044  ’Jer 
thousand.  Newark  pays  twenty  ($|0) 
dollars  per  gas-lamp  each  year,  inclfd 
ing  cost  of  lighting  and  extinguisl 
Their  lamps  burn  thirteen  thou* 
two  hundred  (13,200)  feet  of  gas 
year.  This  is  at  the  rate  of  one  do] 
and  fifty : two  cents  ($1.52)  per  tin  >usand. 

The  comparison  is  odious — to  Bloom¬ 
field.

Since  the  completion  of  the  Gas 
works,  $45,000  worth  of  bondi 
been  l>auL  The  pipe  service  in 
field  and  Montclair  has  lieen 
doubled,  ami  at  least  one  dividend 
paid.  Gonsidering  the  times,  this?  is 
not  a  poor  showing  to  make.  The 
number  of  private  consumers  is,  hq(iw 
ever,  altogether  too  small.  The  Water 
Company  has  secured  inore  customers 
in  two  years  than  the  Gas  Company 
in  thirteen.  Would  it  not  be  vyel  1-to 
introdube  some  new  blood  into 
Board  of  Directors  ?  Surely  a  chi 
is  necessary'. 


There  is  some  probability  that  $n 
Electric  Light  Company  will  bef< 
long  make  a  proposition  to  the  auther 
ities  to  light  the  streets  with  electricij 
Meanwhile  the  lamplighters  n<

A  new  game  has  been  started  in  tie 
Central  jPar^  in  New  York :  betting 
to  which  of'  the  owls  will  wink  first 
It  might  pfcve  exciting  to  bet  as  to 
jvhieh  of  the  gas-lamps  would  go  c^t 
first — if  it  were  not  so  risky. 


The  actual  cost  of  making  gas 
the  new  processes  is  said  to  be  npt 
more  tlian  fifty  cents  per  thousand. 
Allowing  another  fifty  cents  for  leak¬ 
age  and  use  of  pipes,  we  have  one  dol¬ 
lar  as  cost  price  per  thousand. 
Burning  this  calculation  to  be  correct 
eighty  cents  or  even  fifty  cents  addi¬ 
tional  will  make  a  good  profit.  The 
home  works  are  said  to  be  unusual^ 
well  built,  but  if  it  costs  so  much  mote 
to  make  gas  here  it  would  be  bettfr 
to  dispense  with  them  entirely,  and 
draw  the  supply  from  Newark,  thru  ugh 
Eaat  Orange. 


A  Typical  Prohibitionist- 

NVal  Dow  is  a  m<*»t  excellent  illus¬ 
tration  of  many  pilitiral  PruhiUtion 
ists.*  They  demerit  for  the  safety  of 
the  community  to  he  shown  up.  With 
this  in  view  we  republish  the  follow¬ 
ing  from  the  Trif»tn* : 

Tv  U*  Editor  of  Tkt  Tnbme 

Him  :  la  your  amide  under  the  h— dim; 
“  N'esJ  Dow  Ki|«wM  Hmew-lf ’  there  i»  a 
Liu  k  of  candor  not  often  «**eu  in  tb«-  Trib¬ 
une.  It  mar  be  di$i<-ult  for  it  to  learn  the 
prwi*e  facts  in  relation  b<  prohibition  in 
Maine,  tmanae  leading  papers  of  the  coun¬ 
try  4,'iion  them  *  but  the  queattob  of  protec¬ 
tion  from  the  liquor  traffic  w  so  iinjxjrtant 
to  the  interest*  of  the  country  that  faduen- 
tial  newspapers  may  be  snppoaed  to  take 
some  pains  to  know  about  them. 

There  has  b^eu  no  untruthful  pretext  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  l.’r ohibitiunuts  in  the  last  cam¬ 
paign,  nor  at  'any  other  time,  nor  w  there 
the  smallest  ino  insistency  in  mv  letters  or 
utterances  written  i)r  spoken  at'  diifereut 
tum-s.  The  amendment*  made  to  out  law 
were  not  such  as  we  -  desired  and  for  which 
we  have  earnestly  {aditioned  during  the  last 
twenty  years,  hut  Were  partial  measures, 
having  very  bttle  effect  upon.  the  grog-shops 
which  have  not  been  diminished  by  them. 

Liquor  will  be  sold  in  Maine  in  violation 
of  law  as  long  as  it  is  profitable  to  do  so. 
The  legislation  we  desired  would  make  it 
unprofitable  and  uncomfortable  to  these  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  trade.  Some  amendment*,  so 
called,  were  made  to  the  law  by  the  last 
Legislature,  but  they  were  not  of  the  srnall- 
••at  importance  to  its  enforcement ;  they  have 
not  been!  employed  in  ndy  liquor  case  and 
never  will  lie. 

Our  courts  (some  qf  them)  absolutely  nul¬ 
lify  the  law  by  continuous  ami  by  continual 
continuances  and  by 'dropping  cases  off  the 
docket.  The  docket  of  our  Superior  Ooui^ 
for  January,  188(1,  hud  at  its  head  eight  cases 
against  one  man,  aij  old,  hardened,  persis¬ 
tent  rum-seller.  Tiey  were  for  instance, 
marked  “continued,  not  to  l>e  brought  for¬ 
ward  unless  by  special  order  of  the  court.  ” 
They  were  subsequently  dropped  from  the 
docket,  not  appearing  oi^tliat  for  the  May 
tqrni.  Another  persistent  ruruseller  was  up 
before  the  court  andj  his  case  was  dismissed 
on  the  pretence  thnjt  there  was  no  proof. 
There  were  at  the  time  in  the  court  .room, 
summoned  as  witnesses  in  the  case.  Deputy 
Marshals  Crowell  and  Black,  who  heard  the 
order  of.  the  court  to  dismiss  it.  These  are 
fair  samples  of  the  mode  of  administering 
the  liqaor  law  in  Maine.  , 

The  law  says,  the  hum-seller  on  conviction 
shall  pay  $100  flml  ebsts  ami  shall  go  to  jail 
six  mouths.  The  court  says  he  shall  not  pay 
nor  be  imprisoned.  The  Constitution  puts 
the  pardoning  jaiweij  into  the  homls  of  the 
Governor  only.  The  court  practically  usurps 
if  by  letting  mm-selhirs  off  without  punish¬ 
ment.  I  have  laid  all  this  and  more  of  the 
practices  of  our  courts  before  the  public  in 
a  leading  paper  of  Portland,  ami  have  asked 
for  an  explanation  of  I  them,  if  any  one  could 
show  that  they  were  in  any  way  warranted 
by  law,  but  no  reply  has  appeared. 

St.  John’s  visit  to  Maine- and  his  speeches 
were  arranged  by  the  State  Committee  and 
he  had  nothing  to  do  with  them  except  to 
UU  the  appointments:  made  for  him.  He 
was  paid  by  the  committee  in  the  same  way 
that  Republican  and  Democratic  committees 
pay  their  speakers. 

Our  quarrel  with  the  Republican  party  is 
this,  that  it  persistently  pursues  a  policy  of 
protection  to  the  grog-shojw.  This  we  have 
proclaimed  a  thousand  times  from  the  plat¬ 
form  find  press,  and  n  >  Republican  sjK-aker 
or  newspaper  has  deified  it  or  even  alluded 
to  it.  I  do  not  believe  the  education,  cul¬ 
ture  ami  virture  of  t  tie  Republican  party 
can  be  permanently  led  to  ftiqqtort  that 
policy.  -  .  Neal,  Dow. 

I*ortland,  Me.,"  Sept  15-,  188b. 

[It  is  not  a  pleasant  task  for  The 
Tribune  to  criticise  Neal  Dow,  but  his 
letter  only  disclose^  more  clearly  the 
defects  of  temper,  of  judgment  and  of 
memory  which  have  completely  de¬ 
stroyed  his  influence  with  the  jieople 
of  Maine. 

He  affirms:  “  Nor  is  there  the  small¬ 
est  inconsistency  id  my  letters  or  ut¬ 
terances  written  or  spoken  at  different 
times.  The  amendments  made  to  our 
law  were  not  such  as  we  desired,  and 
for  which  we  have  earnestly  petitioned 
during  the  last  twenty  years,  bui,  were 
partial  measures  having  very  little  ef¬ 
fect  upon  the  grog  shops,  which  have 
not  been  diminished  hv  them.” 

By  the  side  of  tjiat  statement  may 
be  put  another  from  a  letter  written 
by  General  Dow,  in  which  he  says: 
“  There  is  not  a  word  of  truth  in  the 
assertion  that  the  Maine  law  is  a  fail¬ 
ure.  On  the  contrary  it  has  been  a 
great  success  from  the  beginning.  It 
lias  ilriven  out  every  distillery  and 
brewerj',  and  has  deduced  the  volume 
of  the  liquor  traffic  ‘  to  at  least  one- 
twenti.eth  of  what  it  was  before.”  In 
still  another  letter  he  said :  “  The 
Maine  law  is  as  well  executed  as  any 
other  on  our  statutes.”  In  a  letter 
from  General  Dow,  published  in  The 
Bouton  Post  April  29,  1884,  he  said  : 
“In  more  than  three-fourths  of  our 
territory,  containing  more  than  three 
fourths  of  our  population,  the  liquor 
traffic  is  nearly  or  quite  unknown  .  .  . 
and  we  are  confident  that  half  a.  mil¬ 
lion  will  pay  fop  all  the  liquors  smug 
gled  into  the  fttate  and  sold  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  law.”  Jn  last  week’s  Imh  - 
pendtnt  General  Dow  has  a  letter  in 
which  he  says :  “  ^he  rum-shops  are 
comparatively  few,  the  stocks  of  liquor 
are  very  small ;  a  quart  or*  two — at 
most  a  gallon  or  twjo—  of  whiskey  kept 
carefully  hidden  a|way  and  sold  only 
on  the  sly,  or  mqre  openly  only  to 
those  who  are  known  to  he  friends  of 
the  contraband  trade.  .  .  .  The  entire 
State  is  wonderfully  changed  for  the 
better.”  The  public  is  entirely  able 
to  judge  whether  “there  is  not  the 
smallest  inconsistency”  in  these  utter¬ 
ances  of  Mr.  Dow. 

Thus  convicted  by  himself  of  grave 
error  on  the  vital  point  of  the  whole 
controversy,  namely,  whether  the  par¬ 
ty  now  in  power  in  Maine  has  honestly 
enforced  the  law,  and  convicted  also 
by  the  votes  of  nineteen  out  of  twenty 
of  the  Prohibitionists  of  Maine,  Mr. 
Dow  next  proceeds  to  a  sweeping  as¬ 
sertion  that  “  the  courts,”  not  this  or 
that  court,  but  the  courts  generally, 
“absolutely  nullify  the  law.”  Either 
this  is  a  shameful  untruth,  Mr.  Dow, 
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or  the  law  ha*  not  “l*eu  greatly  suc¬ 
cessful  from  the  beginning,”  and  has 
not  “reduced  the  volume  of  the  liquor 
traffic  to  at  least  one  twentieth  <>f  what 
it  was  Iw-fore."  General  Dow  cannot 
take  both  shies  >f  this  issue  If  the 
law  has  been  a  great  huoceas.  ami  is  aa 
well  executed  as  any  other  statute,  it 
lias  not  l>eun  aljaulutelv’  nullified  by 
Republican  courts,  governor*,  legisla¬ 
tures,  officials,  or  by  anybody  elae. 
But  what  j»r<<of  dies  Mr.  Dow  give  T 
Tliis  only,  that  certain  cases  w  sre  <lia 
missed  and  others  dropped,  and 
others  continued,  whether  for  entire 
lack  of  necessary  evidence  or  for  other 
reasons  the  public  has  no  means  of 
knowing,  except  that  Mr.  Dow  .  in  his 
jiasHionate  tern  per  obviously  prone  to 
s|M*ak  inaccurately,  asserts  that  there 
was  no  good  reason.  Dues  he  know, 
or  is  he  more  reliable  in  this  assertion 
than  in  his  general  statement  of  the 
defects  of  the  law  ? 

It  is  but  a  very  few  months  since 
this  same  Mr.  Dow  was  advocating  as 
p&ssioliately  as  he  now  assails  the 
Republican  cause  on  the  distinct 
ground  that  it  has  done  much  for 
tenqs-rance  and  the  Democratic  party 
nothing.  Candid  readers  will  jieroeive 
that  he  gives  not  the  least  trace  for 
now  trying  ifco  kill  the  party  that  he 
then  supported.  He  now  affirms  that 
the  amendments  for  which  he  then 
gave  thanks  were  not  such  as  “  we  de¬ 
sired.” 

But  it  is  the  truth,  though  Mr.  Dow 
not  very  ingenuously  conceals  it,  that 
the  Prohibitionists  of  Maine  did  them 
selves  refuse  to  favor  the  precise 
amendments  which  Mr.  Dow  asserts, 
“  w:e”  desired. 

Ex-poveruor  Dingley,  whose  author¬ 
ity  on  these  matters  even  Mr.  Dow 
will  not  question,  said  in  a  speech 
during  the  late  canvass  : 

The  Republican  legislatures  adopted 
every  amendment,  thirty  in  all,  asked  for 
by  the  State  temperance  conventions.  To 
lie  sure,  iu  l>)s4  Mr.  Dow  himself  alone 
asked  for  a  large  number  of  amendments 
some  of  which  such  temperance  lawyers 
as  Mi.  Drummond  of  Portland  pronoune- 
e  I  unconstitutional,  and  they  were  not 
adopted.  Neither  were  they  approved  by 
the'  committee  appointed  by  the  State 
I  emperance  Convention.  When  Mr.  Dow 
says  that  Republican  legislation  refused 
to  pass  amendments  to  the  l$w  which 
"we  temperance  men  asked  for,”  he  re¬ 
fers  to  what  he  alone  asked  for,  and  not 
what  the  temperance  men  of  Maine  asked 
for  through  their  committee. 

The  plain  truth  is  that  the  State 
has  followed  Mr.  Dow’s  changing  no¬ 
tions  of  the  legislation  needful  to  make 
Prohibition  more  successful  until  nine 
teen  twentieths  of  the  Prohibitionists 
themselves  have  got  tired  and  have 
lost  confidence  in  him  and  in  his  judg¬ 
ment — JZdA
